It  would  be 
one  thing  to  say  under  tha  Canadian 
constitution  that  what  has  been  done 
could  be  done  only  by  a  provincial  leg- 
islature within  lis  own  province.  It  is 
quite  a  different  thing  to  say  It  cannot 
be  done  at  all.  Being  as  it  is  a  matter 
affecting  the  internal  affairs  of  Can- 
ada, and  on  the  face  of  it  regulating 
tlie  functions  of  a  court  of  law  whlcli 
ate  part  of  the  ordinary  machinery  of 
government  in  all  civilized  countries, 
is  it  then  to  be  said  that  a  power  to 
place  upon  the  supreme  court  the 
duty  of  answering  questions  of  law  or 
fact  when  put  by  the  governor-in-coun- 
cH  does  not  reside  In  tho  parliament 
of  Canada.  This  particular  power  is 
not  mentioned  in  the  British  Xort'n 
America  Act,  neither  explicitly  nor  In 
ambiguous   terms. 

In  the  9l3t  section  the  Jjomlnlon 
parliament  i.s  invested  with  the  duly 
of  making  laws  for  the  peace,  order 
and  good  government  of  Canada,  and, 
subject  to  the  expressed  reservations  in 
tlie  101st  section,  the  Dominion  parlia- 
ment is  enabled  to  establish  a  supremu 
court  of  appeal  from  the  provinces,  and 
so  when  llio  supreme  court  was  estab- 
lished It  had,  and  has.  Jurisdiction  to 
hear  appeals  from  the  provincial  courts, 
but  of  any  power  to  esk  tho  court  for 
Its  opinion  there  is  no  word  In  the 
act.

The  .sP*aK6r  OUllirmd  lUr 
work  done  by  that  orKanUatton  during 
the  past  year,  reminding  hearers  that 
It  was  the  youngest  department  In  the 
MethodlBt  chwrch.  He  mildly  censured 
a  number  of  the  temperance  and  moral 
reform  commltteeB  of  the  different 
Methodist  churches  for  not  taking  a 
more  active  Intereat  In  the  work.  If 
they  did  their  work  more  thoroughly 
he  was  sure  It  would  tell  on  the  moral 
and  social  conditions  of  the  districts 
in  which  they  lived  and  would  resuli 
in  that  destruction  of  evils  that  exJat 
in  many,  places  unchallenged. 

At  Work  Oa  MUkf  WtoVUma 
The  temperance  and  moral  reform 
comriilttee  sought  to  touch  every  ques- 
tion of  moral  and  'soclai  Importance 
and  It  was  now  working  on  forty-nine 
TOparate  and  dtatlnct  problems.  It  also 
endeavored  to  reach  the  industrial  and 
economic  conditions.  BeferHng  to  the 
temperance  branch  of  the  work  he  said 
that  the  drink  evil  stalked  through  the 
land  by  day  and  night  seeking  to  de- 
stroy the  very  beet.  It  had  formerly 
been  their  habit  to  look  at  it  from  tl|e 
moral  standpoint,  the  de»tructlon  of 
character  and  the  spiritual  lite.  ttB  a 
moral  murderer.  But  the  time  had  come 
to  look  upon  It  also  as  an  enemfy 
against  industrial  prosperity,  destroy- 
ing domestic  enjoyment,  reaching  Into 
every  part  and  portion  of  human 
lifrf 

He  referred  to  a  recent  scene  In  the 
Ontario  legislature,  when  the  leader  of 
the  opposition  had  stated  that  if  be 
bad  hla  way  he  would  banish  every  bar 
in  'the  province,  while  the  premier  had 
folldwed  bira  up  by  declaring  that  U 
was  the  policy  of  his  party  to  abolish 
tl»e  treating  system.

JT^Tiat  may  prove  to  be  the  mo»t  Im- 
portant judgment  ever  deltvered  by  the 
Jtwimim  Committee  of  "the  Prlrr  Ooun- 
ell  was  that  on  the  Companies"  ceae. 
We  shall  not  go  into  it  at  any  great 
length  today,  but  only  direct  attention 
to^  the  very  sweeping  words  with  which 
tho  judgment  opens  aa  summarized  In 
the  despatches.  This  is  particularly 
interesting  tn  conneotion  with  what  we 
said  &  few  days  ago  in  replying  to  a 
correspondent,  who  spoke  of  the  limited 
JikrIsdictloR  of  the  Canadian  parlia- 
mentary bodies.  The  court  is  reported 
as  saying  of  the  British  North  Am- 
erica Act  that  "under  it  the  powers 
4li8tributed  between  the  Dominion  on 
the  one  hand  and  the  provinces  of  the 
other,  cover  tJie  whole  area  of  self- 
government  within  the  whole  are*  of 
Canada."  Again  we  read  that  "It 
would  be  subversive  of  the  scheme  and 
of  the  whole  policy  of  the  Act  to  as- 
sume that  «ny  point  of  aelf-govern- 
ment  was  withheld  from  Canada." 
L>ater  we  are  told  that  the  constitution 
of  Canada  is  "intended  to  be  similar" 
to  the  constitution  of  the  United  King- 
dom. 

It  would  seem  to  follow  from  this 
that  the  Dominion  parliament  is  In  no 
Way  restricted  In  the  exercise  of  its 
powers  by  any  legislation  which  the 
British  parliament  may  adopt.  This 
seems  to  follow  from  the  expression 
used  In  the  B.  X.  A.  Act  clothing  our 
parliantent  with  the  power  to  ma>ke 
laws  for  the  p«ace,  order  and  good  gov- 
ernment of  SHa-naia.:  but  there  has  been 
a  disposition  to  hold  that  if  the  British 
parliament  passed  an  act  especially  de- 
clared to  be  applicable  to  Canada,  the 
Domltiion  would  i>e  bound  by  it.  This 
■j>asltion  seei^i^-to  be  no  longer  tenable. 
We  irtiall  take  occasion  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  to  give  our  readers  an  op- 
portunity of  perusing  the  whole  Judg- 
ment.

frn  Canada  v/n  do  not  know  where  to 
look  for  them.  Many  persona  mistake 
healthy  progress  for  a  boom.  The  citi- 
zens of  a  locality  awaken  to  an  appre- 
ciation of  Us  advantages  and  proceed 
to  make  these  known.  The  result  is  a 
demand  for  property  and  an  advance  in 
prices;  but  that  Is  not  a  boom  In  Uie 
objectionable  sense  In  which  the  ex- 
pression Is  used  by  Bastem  critics.  In 
the  city  of  Toronto  property  values  are 
steadily  and  rapidly  Increasing.  Money 
can  bo  made  In  real  estate  there  Just 
as  It  can  be  made  in  Victoria;  but  it 
takes  more  capital,  as  a  rule,  to  handle 
a  deal  and  the  turnover  may  not  be 
made  so  quickly  as  here.  No  one  would 
think  of  saying  of  Toronto  tlmt  it  is 
haying  a  boom,  as  though  U  wer«  belns 
affliot^d  wltii  a  pestllenoe.  And  ao  It  ia 
with  towns  in  the  West.  They  are 
growing  rapidly  as  a  rule,  and  because 
of  this  present  growth  and  greats- 
prospective  growth  people  are  buying 
property  In  them.  Ten  years  ago  some 
wiseacres  were  shaking  their  heads  over 
the  alleged  perils  amending  the  alleged 
boom  that  Vancouver  was  supposed  to 
be  experiencing.

being  taken  without  reference  to 
them,  and  they  also  objected  to  the 
form  of  the  questions  on  the  ground

He  »l««n  ronBtructcd 
much  dyke  and  drainage  work  In  tho 
province.

From  May,  1900,  Mr.  Keefer  was  res- 
Ident  engineer  of  the  Dominion  Public 
Works  Department  In  British  Colum- 
bia. When  the  Kussian  engineers  were 
over  here  inspecting  the  C.P.R.  before 
beginning  their  trans-Siberian  road, 
they  offered  a  Canadian  syndicate  a 
contract  for  the  terminal  section  at 
Vladivostock,  and  Mr.  Keefer  was  sent 
over  to  report  on  the  matter. 

He  took  steamer  from  Victoria  to 
Japan,  and  thence  to  Vladivostock,  go- 
ing over  the  proposed  route  from  that 
Pacific  port  to  the  Amur  River. 

The  late  Mr.  Keefer  married  Miss 
Charlotte  Maude  Morgan  McMartln. 
the  daughter  of  a  former  sheriff  of 
^erth,  Untario.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Civil 
emglneers.  and  also  of  the  Society  of 
Aiherican  Civil  Kngineers.  He  was  an 
officer  In  the  Volunteer  militia  for  sev- 
eral years  and  a  member  of  the  Union 
club  at  Victoria  and  the  Westminster 
ctub  at  New  Westminster-  He.  was  a 
member  of  the  congregation  of  Christ 
CV.urch  Cathedral. 

It  Is  noteworthy  that  he  Is  survived 
by  an  uncle,  Mr.  Thomas  Coltrin  Keef- 
er, Ottawa,  also  a  very,  celebrated  en- 
gineer, who  was  born  In  1821.  and  who 
has  thus  passed  his  90th  birthday. 

Mr.  Keefer  was  a  most  courteous  as 
well  as  able  public  servant,  and  his 
loss  will  be  greatly  felt  by  the  de- 
partment of  public  works,  especially 
In  view  of  the  development  of  the 
parts  of  the  proxlnce  which  la  l.a- 
pendlng.  He  x&b  one  of  the  most 
thoroughly  equipped  engineers  on  the 
continent,  as  might  be  expected  in  a 
nian  who  came  of  a  family  of  engi- 
neers,' and  he  was  an  authority  on 
harbor  works.  Indefatigable  all  his  life, 
he  devoted  himself  to  the  duties  of  his 
position  and  found  this  left  him  UtUe 
leisure.  He  took  no  part  in  .public  af- 
fairs outside  his  profession,  and  nis 
official  position,  but  he  was  neverthe- 
less a  keen  student  of  men  and 
events  and  was  a  citisen  of  the  high- 
est type.

The  Montreal  Star  of  the  10th  Inst 
discussed  the'  naval  policy  of  Canada 
in  its  usual  dictatorial  tone.  From  the 
beginning  of  this  discussion  the  Star 
has  assumed  the  role  of  Sir  Oracle. 
Nothing  but  What  it  favored  was  In 
its  opinion  worthy  of  a  moment's  con- 
sideration. The  opinions  of  the  Admir- 
alty counted  for  nothing;  the  I<auTler 
policy  was  foolishness;  Mr.  Borden 
must  do  exactly  what  it  wants.  It 
now  says  there  is  only  one  thing  that 
can  be  done  that  will  be  of  any  use  at 
-JL  We  are  to  build  battleships  for 
the  Brltlsii  Government  and  do  nothing 
else.  Evidently  Mr,  Winston  Churchill, 
First  LiOrd  of  the  Admiralty,  cannot 
have  been  informed  of  the  Star's  views, 
or  he  would  not  have  had  the  temerity 
to  go  ao  contrary  to  them  as  he  did  in 
his  apelech  to  which  we  xaade  referenoil^' 
yesterday. 

But  we  propose  to  do  more  than  take 
general  exception  to  the  Star's  position. 
We  shall  examine  It  In  some  detail,  and 
for  that  purpose  will  quote  what  It 
says: 

Then  Canada  is  not  at  all  In  the  po- 
sition of  the  bther  Colonies.  fl;ere  la 
something  to  be  said  for  local  defence; 
In  the  case  of  both  Australia  and  New 
Zealand.  We  do  not  thUUc  that  there 
Is  an  much  to  be  said  as  was  available 
when  the  present  Australian  policy  was 
launched.  Then  the  Japanese  Alliance 
was  in  doubt.  Now  It  Is  renewed  and 
firmer  than  ever. '  Still  there  la  a  poa- 
elblllty  that  a  navai  atUuik  migiit  be 
made  at  some  time  on  Australia  or  New 
Zealand.  There  is  absolutely  no  poss- 
ibility that  any  haval  attack  will  ever 
be  made  on  Canada.  So  long  aa  the 
British  navy  Is  supreme  at  sea.  We 
are  IromensSrefeoure  both  on  the  Atlnn". 


The  Merchant  Service  Guild  has  done 
well  to  direct  attention  to  the  practice 
of  United  States  ships  following  a 
"rule  of  the  road"  of  their  own  Instead 
of  observing  the  International  rules. 
An  example  of  how  this  failure  on  the 
part  of  navigators  to  observe  the  same 
practice  may  result  in  an  accident  may 
be  given,  liet  It  be  supposed  that  two 
vessels  are  approaching  each  othw  In 
a  fog.  One  of  them  signals  to  the  other 
by  the  international  code  that  he  Is 
going  to  starboard;  the  other  vessel  If 
using  the  sante  codes  knows  then  that 
her  course  ought  also  to  be  to  starboard 
80  that  the  vessels  will  pass  each  other 
on  the  port  side.  But  If  the  vessel  giv- 
ing the  signal  were  using  the  United 
States  code  It  would  mean  that  she  "in- 
tended to  pass  the  other  vessel  on  the 
starboard  side,  that  Is  that  she  Is  go- 
ing to  port  That  is  to  say.  the  signals 
mean  directly  the  opposite  in  one  code 
to  what  they  mean  In  the  ot^er,  and  as 
there  can  be  no  way  of  telling  In  a  fog 
of  what  nationality  an  approaching 
vessel  is.  the  signals  may  be  a  source 
of  danger  Instead  of  a  protection.  An 
Ulustratlim  of  this  happened  laet  sum- 
mer. It  was  at  night  and  there  was  a  very 
heavy  fog.  Two  vessels  were  aivroach- 
Ing  each  other.  One  Of  them,  a  Can- 
adian. Itottom.  signalled  that  she  was 
came  from  the  other  vessel.  The  Can- 
adian vessel  moved  ahead  slowly,  when 
suddenly  there  loomed  Into  sight  an- 
other vessel  going  directly  across  her 
bow.  The  Canadian  vessel  went  full 
speed  astern  and  turned  her  bow  to 
starboard,  and  the  vessels  i>assed  safe- 
ly but  so  near  each  other  that  It  was 
possible  for  those  on  the  Canadian  ves- 
Rfli  to  make  out  jthe  door  fittings  "'on 
the  other  vessel.

ing  an  Insurance  company  has  also 
been  held  up.  One  of  the  other  prov- 
inces w|a,s  Interested  In  a  marriage 
question,  and  this  too  was  shelved 
pending  the  decision  of  the  privy  coun- 
cil. Now,  however,  that  the  privy 
council  has  decided  in  favor  of  the 
Dominion  government's  Jurisdiction 
these  questions  will  be  argued.

:The  figures  for  the  first  quarter  of

duatrles  of  the  country  did  not  in  many 
oaaea'-.  feel'  its  effect  for  somo  time, 
whilst  the  records  of  external  .trade 
are  somewhat  In  arrear  (probably  by 
about  a  week  on  tho  average)  of  the 
actual  transactions.

work  of  rellnins  the  western  ,half  of 
the  reservoir  was  conipteted  on  Tuea- 
day.  but  It  toolt  some  time  to  remove 
the  forms  required  lor  the  cement 
works,  and  after  a  thorough  cleaning 
on  Thursday  ei-cning  the  water  from 
Elk  Lake  was  pumped  Into  the  reser- 
voir yesterday.  Last  evening  there 
waa  about  sixteen  inches  of  water 
ready  for  local  consumption  and  the 
depth  will  be  Increased  to  three  or  four 
feet  and  kept  at  that  level.

Close  Inspection  nf  the  Tvork  on  the^ 
western  half  of  the  reservoir  was  made 
yesterday  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Thomson,  who 
was  engaged  hy  tbe  city  to  prepare 
the  necessar>-  plans  and  supervise  the 
work  of  repair.  He  expressed  himself 
as  bighly  pleased  with  the  work  as 
undertaken  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
A.  E3.  Forman.  The  drains  placed  be- 
low the  floor  of  the  reservoir  were 
yesterday  as  dry  as  a  bofle.  Indicating 
that  the  repairs  have  been  properly 
effected  and  have  rendered  the  reser- 
voir watertight.  A  gang  of  1-0  men  Is 
engaged  on  the  work  and  will  be  aug- 
mented when  the  re-llnlng  work  on 
the  eastern  half  of  the  .reservoir  Is 
cpmm^uccd.

With  the  added  pressure  afforded 
by  the  supply  in  the  reservoir,  the  ban 
placed  upon  the  sprlnlcllng  of  gardoips 
will  be  removed,  and  down-town  struc- 
tures which,  by  reason  of  the<lr  hefght, 
have  suffered  fromV  a  lack  of  water 
will  now  be  glyen  an  adequate  si>pply. 
Some  final  work  must  he  done  by'  way 
of  asphalting  the  joints  In  the  new  ce- 
ment walls  and  floor,  but  the  fact  that 
without  this  precautionary  measure 
the^e  has  been  no  sign  of  seepage  is  a 
source,  of  gratification  to  the  engineers. 

Latterly  the  pressure  as  shown  on 
the  guages  at  fire  headquarters  and 
at  the  water  commissioners  office  has 
varied  from  about  only  eieven*  pounds 
during  the  day  to  fifty  or  flfty-fiv« 
pounds  during  the  night,  The  lack  of 
pressure  was  not  due  to  a  scarcity  of 
water  but  to  the  fact  that  the  heavy 
demand  during  the  day  was  greaitr 
than  the  pumps  could  meet  With  the 
reservoir,  or  at  least  a  portion  jf  it. 
now  in  commission,  the  pressure  dur- 
ing the  day  should  be  materially 
greater. 

While  the  newly-repaired  portion  of 
the  reservoir  is  capable  of  holding  wa- 
ter to  a  depth  of  ten  feet,  or  about 
4.500.000  gallons,  it  is  not  likely  It  will 
be  kept  filled  to  the  limit  until  the 
work  on  the  eastern  half  has  heen 
completed  as  the  strain  on  tiie  divid- 
ing wall  recenUy  completely  might 
provs  too  great  But  Water  Commis- 
sloni»r  Raymur  states  that  the  reserve 
su|>ply  will  be  kept  at  a  point  suffk;i« 
;«at  to  Blest  all  deman<l8.

.Mayor  Seymour,  of  Tacoma,  said  that 
t^ie  people  of  Taconitt  would  l>e  most 
anxious  for  tlie  succesH  of  this  new 
C.P.U.  lino.

He  then  went  on  to  tell  of  the 
(^dvance  being  made  by  Victoria, 
where  the  assessed  value  ten  years  ago 
was  ten  millions  as  compared  with 
close  upon  70  mHllops  today,  referred 
to  th«  great  tnorM«e  of  building  as 
shown  by  the  perniits,  vvhlcli  already 
exceeded  the  total  of  |4.00Q,000  of  last 
year,  and  made  a  reference  to  the  sys- 
tem of  taxation  upon  the  land  and  not 
improvements. 

Mr.  H.  6.  Wilson  spoke  of  the  ship- 
ping and  trade  development  of  Victoria 
and  the  magnificent  prospects  In  view 
of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  canal.  'I 
He  told  of  the  Impending  construction  j 
of  harbor  works  at  Victoria,  and  re- 
cited the  advantages  that  would  accrue. 
He  dwelt  on  the  great  amount  of  Im- 
migration that  would  follow  the  open- 
ing of  the  I'anama  canal,  telling  of  the 
plans  of  the  nvany  steamship'  lines 
which  proposed  to  place  liners  in 
service  to  carry  Immigrants  from 
north  and  south  Europe  at  practically 
the  same  rate  as  to  .N'ew  York,  and 
pictured  what  this  would  mean  In  rtll- 
Ing  a  needed  supply  of  labor  for  de- 
velopmeat.

Mr.  H.  W.  BroUle,  of  the  C.P.R.,  said; 
"i  speak  to  you  as  a  plain  business 
man,  a  transportation  man  who  figures 
his  business  in  dollars  and  cents,  And 
I  say  that  we  figured  this  Tacoma 
service  down  as  close  as  we  could,  as 
all  new  ventures,  on  the  basis  of  past 
experience,  and  we  are  going  to  suc- 
ceed. In  19d6  we  put  the  Princess  Vic- 
toria in  the  Puget  Sound  service  and 
built  the  Kmpress  hotel  at  Victoria.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  add  the  steamers 
Princess  Charlotte,  Princess  Adelaide, 
Princess  Alice  and  Princess  Patricia, 
and  now  we  are  building  another  ves- 
sel. 

"Today  we  are  operating  three  steam- 
ers each  way  between  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver. If  anyone  had  told  ttie  people 
of  Victoria  or  Vancouver  Ave  years 
ago  We  would  have  such  a  service  they 
would  have  thought  the  teller  was  ro- 
mancing. History  repeats  Itself.  This 
service  Is  the  entering  wedge.  We  hope 
In  Ave  years  to  have  a  service  between 
Victoria,  Seattle  and  Tacoma  on  a  par 
wt^tbat  now  used  between  Victoria 
and  Vancoiiyer. ,  And  I  may  say  ttwt 
ttiers,j^a  ,t|«B9tlE'«o.'point  on  the  Cana- 
'«lftii'''i^ciiC£'s'i83iM  miles  of  road — no 
plaoe  we  have  entered  but  whaet  we 
have  brought  Increased  prosperity  to 
that  section.  We  want  to  do  here  wlmt 
we  have  done  In  British  Columbia.  We 
are  not  coming  as  usurpers,  but  as  de- 
velopers. No  transcontinental  line  enter- 
ing a  terminal  city  ever  harmed  any 
one  who  was  ever  there  In  business,  kll 
we  ask  here  is  that  you  help  us  as  you 
can,  where  you  won't ,  hurt  the  other 
fellow,  while  we  are  maHlng  this  serv- 
.Ice  pay." 

"W«  hope  to  develop  a  targe  travel, 
and  now  are  carrying  about  60,000 
tourists  each  year,  many  of  whom  will 
visit  Tacoma.  The  tourist  travel  Is  a 
valuable  consideration.  Since  we  opened 
the  Empress  hotel  In  Victoria  and  op- 
erated our  i^teamers  in  the  various 
services  Victoria  has  grown  and  will 
grow.  Not  only  are  we  increasing  our 
facilities  which  will  aid  in  this  growth, 
but  other  systems  have  been  attracted 
and  are  heading  to  Victoria,  building 
hotels,  establishing  llnv%  of  steamers, 
and  the  result  would  be  to  aid  in  the 
growth." 

Many  othsr  speakam  were  heard,  and 
tbsre  were  cheets  for  Victoria,  and  Ta> 
eooia  at  the  close  of  the  banquet.  The 
majority  of  the  Victoirla  delegation  re- 
turned on  the  steamer  Princesa  Vic- 
toria yesterday.

ly  srow.  lie  thouijlit  Victoria  bed  much 
to  gain  by  the  new  line.  Victoria,  as  he 
and  thone  with  htm  had  seen  during 
the  drive  in  the  early  morning,  was 
certainly  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
cities  he  knew  on  this  continent,  and 
he  did  not  wonder  that  it  attracted 
such  a  large  share  of  tourist  travel. 
Tourist  travel  was  a  tine  commodity 
and  the  new  service  would  be  a  help 
to  Victoria  In  this  respect.  He  went  on 
to  refer  to  the  progress  to  be  notl<;ed 
In  Victoria,  referred  to  the  new  engln* 
eer,  and  of  Col.  Thomson's  acquisition 
from  Seattle  by  the  British  Columbia 
government.  In  TacOma  the  people 
were  too  provincial,  and  they  had  much 
to  learn   from   Victoria. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Wilson  referred  to  the  t*- ' 
latlons  which  would  be  Improved  be- 
tween the  two  cities,  and  had  no  doubt 
that  each  would  be  the  honeymoon  city 
for  the  other,  and  he  dealt  with  ^he 
chances  of  inereeisiiig  the  trade  connec- 
tions, and  then  Mr.  H.  W.  Brodte,  gen- 
eral passenger  agent  of  the  C.P.R..  w«» 
Introduced:  ••It  has  now  been  eight  or 
nine  months  since  Tacoma  askM  ue 
for  this  extension  of  our  service,"  he 
said.  "This  is  a  small  beginning,  bvt 
I  hope  to  see  Just  as  good  service  be- 
tween  the  ttliro  cities  wltlll|i  Are.  ^easrjr,. 
as  we-liow  have  between  Victoria,  Vah- 
couver  and  Seattle.  Tacoma  has  a  big 
opportunity  to  build  up  her  .tourist 
traffic  by  this  line  and  It  is  only  our 
desire  to  bring  more  business  to  Ta- 
coma than  we  take  away  from  any 
other  company.  The  tourist  traffic  la 
a  very  valuable  one.  as  can  be  seen 
by  the  progress  Victoria  has  made 
through  facilities  for  handling  tourists. 
On  our  part 'we  will  do  all  we  can.  to 
make  the  service  a  success  and  we  are 
sure  Tacoma  will  fulflll  her  pledges." 

There  were  many  other  speeches, 
many  business  men  of  Tacoma  telling 
of  their  intention  to  route  their  freight 
via  the  IroquplB,  Mr.  Belcher,  of  the 
Carstens  Pecking  company,  said  his 
concern  alone  would  ship  about  60,ftO0 
pounds  of  meat  a  month  to  Victoria. 
Aid.  Cuthbert  spoke  of  his  experiences 
In  developing  tourist  travel,  and  Mr. 
Norman  recalled  early  visits  to  Vic- 
toria, when  all  connolseurs  went  to 
Victoria  to  take  advantage  of  an  op- 
portunity to  dine  at  such  pieces  as 
those  of  the  late  Messrs.  Iledon  and 
Marboeuf.  He  and  others  voiced 
amaisement  at  the  progress,  made  and 
being  made  by  Victoria.  The  concen* 
sua  of  opinion  was  that  this  city  If 
prqgreBslng  more  hiptdly  than  any  of 
Its  neighbors. 

The  speeches  at  the  Commercial  elub 
banquet  varied  little  in  substance 
from  those  made  on  the  vessel,  but 
were   characterlssed   by   enthusiasm    for 


ttK  nsw  venturii,  and,  hi  Mie  resolution 
moved  by  General  Slanager  T.  H.  Mar- 
tin, Tacoma's  IntenMon  to  fulflll  her 
pledges  to  the  Canadian  Paciflc.

O,  Wilson  of  Victoria,  'Hetory  A.  ttbodes, 
r.  A.  Pauline  of  Victoria,  A.  V.  Love. 
B.  yv^.  Brodie,  A.  C.  Mason  and  others. 

Mayor  Seymour  started  the  mutual 
good  feiiowship  theme  „by  declaring  the 
city  would  move  lt»  dock  anywhere  the 
Canadian  Pacfflc  w.ante<l,  If  necessary, 
to  please. 

Mayor  Beckwlth  said  this  was  an  Im- 
portant occasion.  It  was  a  good  thing 
for  Victorians  and  Tacomans  to  get  bet- 
ter acquainted.  This  was  a  start,  this 
new  service  for  freight  and  paBsengere 
from  Tacbma,  a  start  which  would  open 
up  a  business  the  extent  of  which  none 
could  realize.  Settlement  was  Increas- 
ing rapidly  on  the  Paciflc  couat,  ti-avel 
westward  growing  dally,  and  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  the  development  was 
marked.  He  referred  to  the  recent 
planting  of  the  initial  post  at  Alberni 
for  the  Canadian  highway,  and  went 
on  to  tell  of  the  project  to  bridge  Sey- 
mour narrows  end  make  Victoria  the 
terminal  point  where  rail  and  keel 
shouhl  meet.  Victoria  expected  to  be 
the  terminus  of  various  tran.scon'tlnen- 
tal  railroads.  It  had  a  magnificent  port 
and  was  close  to  the  ocean,  possess- 
ing many  features  many  ports  do  not 
have.

The  plan  to  us*  the  Kit  as  an  Ice 
breaker,  to  take  a  cargo  of  coal  to 
Nome  when  that  city  ran  short  of  fuel 
last  wiirter,  was  pla«ed  before  Con- 
cress  at  the  time,  but  was  not  accepted 
by  that  body.  Just  how  far  the  pre- 
sent plan  of  using  the  Kit  for  a  w'inter 
mail  carrier  has  been  perfected  is  un- 
known.
